SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

By H. S. Burns 

There are many sloughs and pot¬ 
holes in most areas of the county 
that are a detriment to the 
farmers, due to the infestation of 
the thistles and other weeds now 
finding a breeding place therein. 
Many of these could be cleaned 
up while dry this fall, with a good 
thorough cultivation, followed by 
planting with Reed Canary grass 
just before the ground freezes. 

As Mr. Trimmer, District Agri¬ 
culturist of Claresholm, has point¬ 
ed out recently, these sloughs can 
be transformed into useful pas¬ 
tures and hay meadows. They will 
stand a tremendous amount of 
flooding without damage to the 
grass and will also stand grazing 
after the first year, as the grass 
forms a very tough sod. This grass 
can be pastured in the spring and 
cut later when about two feet 
high before it becomes too course 
to be palatable. We have some 
very good demonstrations of this 
work right here in the County of 
Vulcan. We would like to stress 
the importance of preparing a 
good seed bed before planting. 

If it is not practical to seed 
these sloughs down this fall, the 
cultivation will make them appear 
much nicer and will help to keep 
the weeds from spreading to ad¬ 
jacent areas. 


dragging along for almost two 
months and in that part of the 
county from Champion north, only 
about 50 per cent of the wheal 
crop has been combined. South and 
east of Vulcan many farmers are 
through or almost through har¬ 
vesting-flax being the main crop 
still to be threshed. But west and 
north of Vulcan the story is dif¬ 
ferent, with only about 20 per 
cent of the wheat threshed and 
hardly any flax combined. 

Warmer weather Friday and 
Saturday allowed many combines 
to again start up and they were 
still operating late Sunday evening 
and again on Monday. But Monday 
night brought from one to two 
inches of snow over most of the 
district, effectively stopping all 
harvest operations. 

Another inch or more of snow 
fell Tuesday night. 

Several days of warm weather 
will now be required before the 
grain is dry enough to combine. 
The weather forecast indicates a 
warming trend may develop about 
Oct. 10.

Natural gas service for the Town 
of Vulcan this year Is assured as 
the result of an agreement nego¬ 
tiated last Friday in Calgary be¬ 
tween the Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Company and Central 
Gas Utilities (Vulcan) Ltd., where¬ 
by Canadian Western was author¬ 
ized to immediately “make all 
necessary arrangements to connect 
up a supply of natural gas to the 
inhabitants of the town of Vul¬ 
can.’ 1 

On Monday morning Canadian 
Western had a large crew of men, 
with ditch-digging and pipe-laying 
machines and other equipment, on 
the job in Vulcan, with their first 
objective being the laying of a new 
distribution main to serve the pub¬ 
lic school and its new addition. The 
dozen or so families in town who 
had Installed natural gas heating 
hut had not been connected to the 
distribution system air-mix pro¬ 
pane will also be hooked up with¬ 
in the next few days and, as long 
as the weather permits, others who 
wish natural gas service will also 
be connected to the distribution 
mains. 

The new gas regulator station is' 
practically completed and the 
switch-over Is expected to take 
place sometime next week, when 
natural gas will be fed into the 
existing distribution system in 
place of the air-mix propane now 
used by about 160 homes and busi¬ 
ness places. 

The work now taking place to 
enable the changeover to be made 
culminates years of effort on the 
part of the town council to get 
natural gas service for Vulcan. 
Frustration and delay have been 
almost synonymous with the words 
“natural gas” in Vulcan. The way 
was apparently cleared last April 
when Central Gas, which has been 
supplying residents with air-mix 
propane since 1951, agreed to sell 
their distribution system and other 
assets in Vulcan to Canadian 
Western, and in June a franchise 
to supply natural gas was granted 
Canadian Western. However, this 
fall, Central Gas repudiated its 
agreement to sell and the two 
companies are now involved in a 
legal battle of suit and counter- 
'suit that will be heard before the 
Supreme Court of Alberta. 

Meanwhile, Canadian Western 
had built a gas pipeline to provide 
Vulcan with natural gas but were 
unable to take over and operate 
the distribution system owned by 
Central Gas. Vulcan, quite pos¬ 
sibly, would go through another 
winter without the advantage of 
natural gas, even though it had 
been piped right into town. 

During the past months, while 
the two gas companies appeared to 
be making no progress towards a 
settlement of their disagreement, 
Mayor William Munro and mem¬ 
bers of the town council have in¬ 
terviewed anyone and everyone 
who might possibly be in a posi¬ 
tion to help the town get natural 
gas service for this coming winter. 
Many meetings were held with the 
Canadian Western Natural Gas 
Company, the Oil and Gas Conser-

Dahlias and Gladiolus 

Storage suggestions are offered 
here by P. D. McCalla, Alberta’s 
Supervisor of Horticulture. 

Dahlia plants may be dug when 
the foliage has been blackened by 
the first killing frosts he says. 
Tops are cut off an inch or so 
above the surface of the ground, 
and the large tuberous root clumps 
are lifted from the soil and allow¬ 
ed to dry until the soil just falls 
off. The intact clumps are then 
packed in granulated peat moss, 
vermiculite or dean, almost dry 
sand and stored where the tem-

perature can be maintained at 35 
to 45 degrees F. for the winter. 

Dig gladiolus when leaves begin 
to wither from maturity or frost. 
Dry in the sun and then remove 
tops by cutting them off one inch 
above the corm. Temporary stor¬ 
age at a temperature of 80 degrees 
F. for ten to fourteen days will 
speed up the corm ripening pro¬ 
cess necessary for sound storage. 
A light film of 5 percent D.D.T. 
dust puffed over them will elimi¬ 
nate any living thrips during this 
period.

Too Many One-Eyed Cars 

Traffic patrols, who are doing a commendable 
job on Alberta highways, could further assist the 
average conscientious motorist by an all-out effort to 
keep “one-eyed” cars off the road. 

It is not unusual, on a drive from Lacombe to 
either Calgary or Edmonton, to pass several cars with 
only one front light burning. This situation creates a 
real danger, for motorists approaching never can be 
sure whether the single headlight is on the right or 
left side of the vehicle. Consequently, they crowd over 
close to the shoulder on their own side of the road to 
make maximum allowance for room when the two 
vehicles reach the passing point.

Registration for Egg Deficiency 
Payments 

Commencing Oct. 1, 1959, egg 
price support to producers will be 
in effect. The Agricultural Stabili¬ 
zation Board, is now in the pro¬ 
cess of registering producers. In 
order to be eligible for deficiency 
payments, any producers who have 
not yet registered should do so 
promptly. Application forms are 
available at all registered egg 
grading stations. Registration is 
limited to one person for each 
farm and all sales of eggs from 
that flock must be made in the 
name of that persons. Payments to 
any one producer during a twelve- 
month period will be limited to 
4,000 dozen — Grade A Large. 
Each producer marketing eggs 
through registered egg grading 
stations will be eligible to partici¬ 
pate in deficiency payments up to 
this maximum, regardless of the

Grain Storage: 

Due to the prolonged period of 
wet, cool weather experienced dur¬ 
ing the current harvest season, it 
Is reasonable to expect that It may 
be necessary for farmers to store 
some grain that will be on the 
“tough” side. 

Grain that is stored in this con¬ 
dition Is subject to heating. Heat¬ 
ing can cause mustiness and mold 
which lowers the feed value and 
in extreme cases can render the 
grain unfit for feed at all. In addi¬ 
tion to this, heated, musty grain 
is ideal for the development of 
mites and other injurious insects. 
In the case of grain intended for 
seed, germination can be affected 
by the occurance of any of the 
fore going hazards. 

Grain should be as clean as pos¬ 
sible when stored. The presence ol 
dockage such ns weed seeds, adds 
to the problem. 

After storage, grain should be 


mal odor are danger signs. 

If heating or insects do occur, 
moving the grain from one bin to 
another in cold weather during 
winter is helpful. Or it can be 
tr&nsfered outside on to the 
ground or a tarpaulin and then 
back into the same bln again. If 
the grain can be cleaned somewhat 
during the transfer, so much the 
better. Some insects can »i«n be 
removed by running the grain 
through a cleaner. 

Granaries should be cleaned be¬ 
fore being filled, they should be 
weather proof and well ventilated, 
and not filled above the plate to 
allow air circulation. It is a good 
idea to spray empty bins with 
Lindane or Malathion and allow to 
stand for awhile before filling. 
Ventilations should be kept open 
during dry weather. New crops 
should not be placed on top of ohl 
grain. 

If insects do occur and tranter 
and cleaning are not possible It 
may be necessary to fumigate. 
This is not a difficult undertaking 
if directions are followed cloaedy.
